Amendments to the Constitution. 


On the 8th, Mr. Williams, by con­ 
sent, introduced the following pro­ 
posed amendments to the Constitution 
of the State: 
• The Senate and Assembly of the 
,4tate of California, at tin* Twentieth 
Session of the Legislature thereof, do 
propose the following amendments to 
the Constitution of the State: 
Section 2 of Article (> is amended so 
as to read as follows: 
See. 2. The Supreme Court shall 
consist of a Chief Justice and six As­ 
sociate Justices. The presence of four 
Justices shall be necessary for tlie 
transaction of 
business, excepting 
such business as may be done at cham ­ 
bers; and the concurrence of fdur,Jus- 
tices shall be necessary to pronounce 
a judgment. 
Section 3 of Article VI. of the Con­ 
stitution is amended so as to read as 
follows: 
Sec. 3 The Justices of the Supreme 
Court shall be elected by the <|ualiiied 
voters of the State at large at the gen­ 
eral elections to be held for members 
of the Legislature. The first election 
for Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be held in the year 1877. The 
Justices shull hold their offices for the 
term of fourteen years from the first 
day of January next after their elec­ 
tion, except those elected to fill vacan­ 
cies—who shall only hold for the un­ 
expired term ; and those elected at the 
first election, at their first meeting 
slmll so classify themselves, by lot, 
that one Justice shall go out of office 
every two years. The Justice having 
the shortest term to serve shull he the 
Chief Justice. At the election held in 
1877 each voter shall vote for four only 
of tiie seven Justices to be elected. 
Any person elected for the full term 
of fourteen years shall not be again 
eligible. 
Section 5 of Article VI. of the Con­ 
stitution is amended so as to read as 
follows: 
Hoc. 5. The Judicial Districts now 
established by law may be altered, 
and new districts created, from tim e to 
time, by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members elected to both Houses of 
the Legislature. 
In each Judicial 
District there shall be a District 
Court, and for each of which a Dis­ 
trict Judge shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of the district at the 
general elections to be held for mem­ 
bers of the Legislature. The District 
Judges shall hold their oMlces six 
years from the first day of January 
next after their election, provided, 
that the District Judges in office at 
the time this amendment is adopted 
shall hold their offices for the remain­ 
der of the term for which they shall 
have been elected. The Legislature 
shall have no power to grant leave of 
absence to a judicial officer, and any 
such officer who shall absent himself 
ftom the State for upwards of thirty 
consecutive days shall be deemed to 
have forfeited his office. 
Section 7 of article fi of the ('(insti­ 
tution Is amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 7. There shull he in each of 


the organized counties of this State a 
County Court, for each of which a 
County Judge shall bo elected by the 
qualified electors of the county "at the 
general election to lie held for the elec­ 
tion of members of tlie Legislature. 
Tito County Judges shall hold their of­ 
fices for the term of four years from 
the lirst day of January next after 
their election: 
provided, th at the 
County Judges in office at the time 
this amendment is adopted shall hold 
their offices for the remainder of the 
term for which they shall have been 
elected. 
In the city and county of 
San Francisco the Legislature may 
separate the office of the Probate Judge 
from th at of County Judge, and may 
provide for the election of the Probate 
Judge, who shall hold his office fortín* 
term of six years: provided, that the 
Probate Judge th at is in office at the 
time this amendment is adopted shall 
hold bis office for the remainder of the 
term for which he shall have been 
elected. 
Section 12 of Article VI. of the Con­ 
stitution is amended so as to read as 
In! lows: 
Section 12. The times and places of 
holding the terms of the several Courts 
of record shall be provided for by law; 
and so long as the Supreme Court 
shall be held at but one place in the 
State, the Justices of tin* Supreme 
Court shall reside at such place. 
Section 19 of Article VI. of the Con­ 
stitution is amended so as to read as 
follows: 
Section 19. Tn order that no incon­ 
venience may result to the public ser­ 
vice from the taking effect of the 
amendments proposed to said Article 
VI. by the Legislature of 1873, no of­ 
ficer shall be superceded thereby, nor 
shall the organization of the several 
Courts be changed thereby, until the 
election and qualification or the civil 
officers provided for in the said amend­ 
ments. 
Article 9. Section 1 of Article IX. 
of the Constitution is amended so as 
to read as follows: 
Section 1. The Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall he elected by 
the qualified electors of the State at 
large, at the general election held for 
the election of members of the Legis­ 
lature in the year 1877, and every four 
years thereafter, and shall enter upon 
the duties of his offiee on the 1st day 
of December next after his election. 
Referred to the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee.

The Marysville Appeal of the 11th 
gives the rainfall in th at part of the 
State, as follows: 
We are indebted to Mr. George Hol­ 
land. Roadmaster of the California 
and Oregon railroad for the following 
record of the rain falling since Octo­ 
ber 1st and to date: October, 0.58; 
November, 
2.03; 
December, 11.21; 
January, 1.19. Total inches, 15.1. This 
record does not include the 8 inches of 
snow which fell on the 3d of Decem­ 
ber. 


J. Baylis, of the Glen farm, Colusa 
county, gave us this week the follow­ 
ing item in relation to this farm: Geo. 
W. Hoag is cultivating 8,000 acres; 
Gupton 8,000 acres; Baylis 8,000 acres, 
Dr. Glen 11,(MR) acres; other tenants 
0,000 acres, making in all 41,000 acres 
that will this vear he under cultiva­ 
tion on this farm.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS.. 


.Small pox is at Salt Lake City. 
The Oakland Library Association is 
in debt $7,900. 
Count v orders of W ashington coun­ 
ty, Oregon, are worth 97 (a, 98 cents. 
San Diego has already two bank 
edifices, and a third one is rapidly ap­ 
proaching completion. 
Oakland can now boast of two morn­ 
ing papers, one evening, three weekly 
papers, and one monthly review. 
A discovery of salt deposits have re­ 
cently been made in the vicinity of 
the Washoe House, six miles from 
Petaluma. 
Wm. Maguire, an East Oakland 
teamster, was killed on the 8th inst. 
by the upsetting of his team near 
Dublin, Alameda county. 
The Columbia river, on the 5th inst. 
had attained a bight at Salem, Oregon, 
of ten feet three inches above low 
water mark, and is still rising. 
Forest Grove Oregon, has about 
7GO inhabitants, and there is no ba­ 
kery in the place. This speaks well 
for the industry and economy of tne 
women. 
A petition is being circulated in 
Contra Costa county for the commuta­ 
tion of the sentence of Marshal M ar­ 
tin, to be hanged on the 23d instant. 
Nearly all of the jury have signed it. 
The granite for the State Capitol, 
anil for the M int in San Francisco, 
was taken from Rocklin quarries in 
Placer county, and they are now fill­ 
ing an order for the Mare Island Navy 
Yard.

The water works in California foot 
up thus: 036 irrigating ditches, from 
which 118,994 acres of land were irri­ 
gated; and 780 mining ditches, having 
an aggregate length 4,888 miles, sup­ 
plying 220,178 inches of water per day. 
A large number of cattle in Honey 
Lake and Big Valley, Nevada, are dy­ 
ing from starvation. 
Cold weather 
and the deep snow in those valleys are 
the cause ot it. Many of the ranchers 
are killing their cattle to save their 
hides. 
There is a fair prospect that Oak­ 
land will have a theater next Spring. 
Mr. Gray, builder of the Alhambra in 
San Francisco, and a few other enter­ 
prising citizens, are pushing the pro­ 
ject. The building will be on Broad­ 
way, and accommodate 800 persons, 
and cost about $100,000. 
Chief Karcher of Sacramento, in liis 
annual report to the Trustees recom­ 
mends that they pass an ordinance 
m aking it a misdemeanor in any per­ 
son under eighteen years to be found 
hanging around the door of a theater, 
melodeon, concert saloon or drinking 
saloon of any kind, or house of Rí­ 
fame, or in company of any idle or 
dissolute hoys or men, or in company 
with thieves.

A Flexible C u rren cy. 


The New York Mercantile Journal, 
one of the leading commercial n e w s ­ 
papers of the United States, has for a 
number of years been urging with a 
great deal of vigor and ability the pol­ 
icy of adopting a currency which shall 
be a legal tender for all demands, pub­ 
lic and private, and interchangeable 
at the option of the holder for govern­ 
ment bonds, bearing a low rate of in­ 
terest. 
The Journal contends that gold aud 
silver are really articles of merchan­ 
dise, and that an attem pt to base a 
currency on them has proven a fail­ 
ure, but that if greenbacks were re­ 
ceivable for all dues to the govern­ 
ment, including customs, and could 
at any time be changed for interest 
bearing bonds, the popular confidence 
in the stability of the government, 
would bring them up very nearly to 
the standard of gold values. One of 
the great points to be gained, is the 
flexibility of the currency. 
Under 
present regulations there are times 
when there is a scarcity of currency. 
Taking advantage of this, unscrupu­ 
lous speculators by locking up all the 
currency, can create a panic, and so 
disturb values as to inflict almost irre­ 
parable damage on the business com­ 
munity. On the other hand, when 
the crops ha\% been marketed, there 
is a redundancy in currency, and the 
money centers are crowded with funds 
that cannot be 
profitably 
loaned. 
This in turn tends to excite specula­ 
tion, and the employment of funds in 
doubtful operations th at ultimately 
undermine public confidence, 
and 
bring about commercial distress. By 
making greenbacks interchangeable 
with government bonds, all this dan­ 
ger is avoided. When currency is 
needed for moving the crops, bonds 
can be deposited and the necessary 
funds secured. As soon as the pres­ 
sure Is over,and the demand for curren­ 
cy falls below the supply, the excess 
can be at once reduced by paying it 
back to the Treasury, and receiving 
bonds in exchange. There could be 
no such thing as locking up currency, 
and producing a stringency in the 
money market when any holder of 
government bonds can exchange them 
for currency, and on the other hand, as 
soon as there was more currency afloat 
than the business of 
the country 
would absorb, the surplus would be 
re-converted into bonds. 
The late panic was essentially a re­ 
sult of over-speculation. Greenbacks 
stood as firmly in the confidence of the 
people as ever, and in fact appreciated 
in value. The constant cry was for 
more, and many of our most solvent 
commercial houses, were compelled to 
go down because of the scarcity of 
currency. 
Ruinous rates of interest 
were in many eases offered for curren­ 
cy, and government bonds were freely 
offered as security for loans. 
If the 
holders of these bonds had been al- 
v 
lowed to exchange them for green­ 
backs, the panic would doubtless have 
been checked in its very inception, 
and when the demand for currency 
was over, it would have flowed natur­ 
ally back into the Treasury. 
The hope of making gold the medi­ 
um of exchange, in the transaction of 
the vast volume of the world's busi­ 
ness, is a fallacious one. There is not 
enough of it in existence, and if there 
were, it could not be handled, or trans­ 
ported. In all countries, the bulk of 
the business is transacted by bills of 
exchange, which are simply another 
form of paper currency. Basing this 
currency on the precious metals does 
not really make it any more valuable 
or reliable, but introduces an element 
of inflexibility, that enables the spec­ 
ulator to make a sport of the money 
m arket and to raise or lower the value 
of the currency almqpt at will. These 
views,startling as they may be to those 
wedded to the idea of a metallic cur­ 
rency, are gradually growing into fa­ 
vor, and while a few years ago, the 
Journal was almost alone in their ad­ 
vocacy, now they are commanding 
tbe attention of many of the ablest 
financial minds of the nation. Judge 
Kelley’s bill which as far as it is 
worth anything, is founded on these 
principles, seems to have the assent of 
& majority of the House, aud so firmly 
is it fixing itself in the minds of the 
people, that we may expect soon to 
see the experiment tried to the extent 
at least of issuing a few hundred mil­ 
lions of interchangeable bonds, but 
the entire success of such an experi­ 
ment depends on the adoption of the 
policy. The government must make 
ita tokens, legal tender for all dues, 
public and private. 
It must receive 
them for customs as wel 1 as any other 
taxes, and if it needs gold for the pay­ 
ment of interest on the public debt it 
can go into the m arket and buy it. 
By collecting the customs in green­ 
backs, the demand for gold in busi­ 
ness circles is almost extinguished. 
Our foreign imports are largely paid 
for by exports of produce, and the bal­ 
ance of trade against us is met by the 
export of bullion, which is as much a 
prod act of the country and an article of 
merchandise as wheat or iron. W ith 
the (fold and silver that i* now de- 


, mantled for use by the requirements 
of trade, let loose, anil the increased 
chances of speculation in the metals 
that the demand for gold to pay cus­ 
toms gives, destroyed, it is not likely 
that there would be any difficulty in 
procuring all that our system of ex­ 
changes with foreign countries might 
require. 
To carry out the design 
fully, the National Banks should be 
abolished and government tokens sub­ 
stituted for their circulating notes. 
Then we should save the immense 
premium that is annually paid to 
these banking Institutions, and should 
have a better currency in place of 
what they furnish. California has a 
deep interest in this question notwith­ 
standing the fatal tenacity with which 
it clings to the metalic currency, and 
should the principle herein advocated 
be adopted, we may expect the early 
substitution of the National currency 
in its place, and the resultant advan- 
nge* to our varied industries. 


L ig h te ra g e . 


It has been a favorite idea witli 
some that light draught steamers 
should be run in our coastwise trade, 
and that by taking advantage of high 
tide they could cross the bar and 
come inside the harbor. Now that 
the competition for our trade lias 
brought some of this class of vessels 
to our port, it has become a question 
of interest whether any relief from the 
lighterage tax is likely to be realized, 
providing these steamers can succeed 
in reaching the railroad wharves. An 
application for information on this 
point, made by a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce <T> the Super­ 
intendent ol' the railroad, elicited the 
reply that no reduction would be made 
011 freight from this city, but that the 
same rates would be charged, whether 
the steamers received their freight 
from the company’s wharf or from 
the lighter. 
Nothing was said, so far 
as we learn, about incoming freight, 
but it is probable that if the old rates 
are adhered to in the one ease, they 
will lie in the other. The Chamber 
has instructed its Secretary to write 
to the Superintendent of the railroad, 
and if unsuccessful, to apply to the 
chief authorities, but we do not look 
with much confidence for a favorable 
result. Our principle article of ex­ 
port, the million from the Cerro Gor­ 
do mines, now pays five dollars per 
ton from Los Angeles to the achorage. 
11 was formerly carried for $2 50, but 
on the completion of the Southern Pa­ 
cific to Delano, the company, desiring 
to force it in that direction, and thus 
secure its carriage over their road to 
San Francisco, raised the price of 
freight between this place and the 
anchorage. 
Owing to natural advan­ 
tages, and to the fact that the steamers 
at once m et this increase by reducing 
the freight to San Francisco to $2 75 
per ton, the buillion still continues to 
follow this route to market, but it is 
not likely th at the railroad company 
will yield the point until they have 
thoroughly tested their ability to con­ 
trol these freights. Relying on the ex­ 
pectation th at the steamers will get 
tired of transporting freight from San 
Pedro to San Francisco for next to 
nothing, it is no more than could be 
expected that they will do everything 
in their power to drive business to 
their longest lines, and failing in this, 
will endeavor to secure all the profits 
when it goes in the other direction. 
We shall wait with much interest the 
result of the correspondence, hut in 
the meantime suggest that the regular 
arrival of steamers at the wharf will 
have to become an established fact be­ 
fore a very strong case can be present­ 
ed to the railroad authorities. 


S te a m C u ltiva to rs. 
Two of Parvin’s Steam Plows are on 
their way to California for use on this 
coast. These plows are manufactured 
at Farmington, Illinois, and after 
thorough tests have been pronounced a 
complete success. Steam plows have 
been in successful operation for some 
years, the kind meeting with most 
favor, being those that are drawn 
back and forth across the fields by sta­ 
tionary engines. The Parvln, howev­ 
er, is a traveling engine and combines 
in the machine, both the plows anil 
the 
power 
that 
propels 
them. 
Whether cultivation by steam will be 
profitable in this State or not remains 
to be tested, but we should think our 
large farmers, some of whom cultivate 
many thousands of acres, could save 
money by the use of this agent.

The Wool-Growers of Southern Cali­ 
fornia meet in convention at the Court 
House to-day at 11 o’clock, A. Jr., for 
the purpose of consulting the various 
questions affecting the interests of 
those engaged in the production of 
wool. 
We have not been able to get a 
very definite idea of the objects of the 
meeting, but presume that a little of 
everything connected with the busi­ 
ness will come up. The question of 
co-operation among wool-growers in 
the marketing of their produce, M ill 
probably come before tbe meeting, 
and we understand that an organiza­ 
tion with this end in view M ill meet 
with much favor from the bulk of the 
sheep men. The proper preparation 
of wool for market is also a matter 
that M ill he duscussed. Our M’ool men 
have been in the Habit of shipping the 
wool in tbe dirt, but it is generally 
believed that a great deal more might 
be realized by properly washing it 
before it is exported. There lias been 
some talk of erecting a scouring and 
baling establishment at W ilmington, 
and it is quite likely that one of the 
results or tbe discussions of the con­ 
vention M ill be to bring this project 
into prominence.

A W ashington special gives a lively 
account of the Cushing caucus yester­ 
day. The Inter-Ocean’a specials say 
if lightning had struck the room in 
M'hich the Senate caucus Mas assem­ 
bled, it M’ould not have disturbed 
Cushing’s friends more titan a letter 
produced and read by Sargent from 
Cushing to Jeff Davis, President of 
the Confederacy. When the caucus 
met it was fully attended, Cushing’s 
friends being confident. 
Edmunds 
opened and presented the case for con­ 
firmation, but showed plainly that per­ 
sonally lie had little heart in the mat­ 
ter. Sargent opposed the confirmation 
bitterly, and reviewed Cushing’s re­ 
cord, when he gave M ay to Cameron, 
M'ho said he desired to leave on the 
evaning train, but wished to indicate 
his position. 
He then attacked tbe 
nomination with great vigor, and said 
if it Mere confirmed it M'ould destroy 
the 
Republican 
part. 
Sargent 
resuming reviewed Cushing’s career, 
and coming nJnwn to 1863, produced 
and read a letter by Cushing to Marcy, 
of NeM’ Hampshire, denouncing tbe 
Mar in a style that M ould have done 
credit to Vallandigham. 
Scott fol­ 
lowed very much in the strain of Sar­ 
gent and Cameron. 
He would not 
support the nomination unless it 
could be proved to his satisfaction that 
Cushing M as sound on great questions 
growing out of war, and lie must have 
convincing proof. 
Frelinglieisen fol­ 
lowed and endorsed these views. Bout- 
well began, hut Mas considerably em­ 
barrassed by the letter read. 
HcM’cnt 
on to say hoM’ever, that from his ac­ 
quaintance with Cushing since tbe 
war, he believed that he M'as fully 
committed of sympathy with tbe Re­ 
publican party and believed Cushing 
had been in favor of the M ar. He had 
based bis belief on his Newburyport 
speech in 1861, already printed in the 
papers. He was greatly surprised at a 
letter to Marcy, which he had just 
heard read for the first time. Towards 
the close of Boutwell’s speeclt Ed­ 
wards Interrupted him to say he had 
just heard a report that 
Cushing 
had written a letter to Jefl’Davisin 
1861, and he thought it just and proper 
to mention it. Boutwell resumed to 
close remarks, 
and while he was 
speaking, Sargent came in and was 
noticed shoM’ing around what appear­ 
ed to be a letter. 
Mr. Edmund’s 
statement created great excitement. 
Conklin Mas observed to take Sar- 
ent’s letter to a window ami read it. 
Te, Conklin, defended Cushing, say­ 
ing he was like niauy other Democrats 
—at first opposed to war but after- 
M’ttrds loyal. 
After 
the speecli of 
Conkling there M ere calls on all sides 
for Sargent to read the letter. 
He 
objected, saying he had been request­ 
ed by Senators not to read it in caucus, 
but so many Senators insisted, he 
finally read it. It was dated, Wash­ 
ington, March 21. 1861, and M'as ad­ 
dressed to Jeff D avis: 
“ My dear 
friend, this will introduce to you my 
friend Abraham Powers, who lias been 
clerk in one of my departments for six 
or seven years. He leaves service on 
account of his opinions, and being a 
Southern man by birth and education, 
is devoted to what lie regards as his 
country, the Confederacy. 
He lias 
been a contributor to DeBow’s Review, 
and is fully acquainted with tbe ciues- 
tions which undermined and nave 
now broken up the American Union. 
I commend him to your favorable 
notice as a man who is worthy of your 
confidence. 
Signed, 
Ca l k b C u s h in g ,” 
The reading produced an immense 
sensation. Those who had defended 
Cushing looked blank and amazed. 
Lewis of Virginia called out to learn 
whether the political disabilities of 
Cushing had ever been removed. The 
caucus for the time was broken un and 
Senators were in confusion talking 
the matter over and asking again for 
points. At length order M’as restored, 
when it was at once decided without 
opposition that the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee should wait on tbe President 
and ask him to withdraw the nomina­ 
tion of Cushing on the ground of cor­ 
respondence with the enemy during 
the rebellion. Jt is believed tbat af­ 
ter this expose Cushing’s confirma­ 
tion is impossible.
